Faa-mer’s trucks are now class 
ed as commercial Vehicles. Such 
trucks must now comply with 
should familiarize himself with 
requirements as to equipment, 
etc. from which they were pre¬ 
viously excused. Every fanner 
tlie requirements. A few main 
points are listed. 

1. The truck must be fully 
licensed. 

2. The driver must have in 
his possession his driver’s licen¬ 
se, if he is the owner of the 
truck, or his chauffeur’s license 
if he is driving somebody elses 
truck for pay. 

3. The speed limit is 35 miles 
a n hour. (15 over bridges). 

4. Maximum dimensions: 96 
inches wide, 144 inches high, 33 
feet long or 50 feet including 
trailer. 

5. Loads extended more than 
5 feet from tlie rear of the veh¬ 
icle must display thereon a red 
flag not less than 12 inches 
square, or at night a red light. 

6. Clearance lights are requir¬ 
ed if the width of the vehicle 
is greater than 80 inches. Two 
green lights, on outside corners 
of the front and two red lights 
on outside corners of the rear. 

7. Flares or lanterns: When¬ 
ever a commercial vehicle is 
parked outside of a city, twon 
parked outside of a city, town 
or village, on an y highway, the 
person in charge shall cause two 
flares, lampg or lanterns to be 
lighted and placed on the high¬ 
way, one 100 feet in front of the 
vehicle and the other 100 feet 
in the rear of the vehicle. For 
this purpose suitable flares 
lamps or lanterns must be car-* 
ried at all times in the vehicle. 

8. Commercial vehicles must 
stop before crossing railroad 
tracks. • 

9. On each side of a commer¬ 
cial vehicle shall be displayed in 
letters not less than 3 inches 
high, the name of the owner, 
togethe r with the maximum 
weight allowed as pe r tire car¬ 
rying capacity. 

10. Othe r matters such as 
lights, brakes, rear-view mirror 
must be complied with. 

11. A special wheat hauling 
license may be obtained from 
the license office at Lethbridge 
for $25.00. If certificate and 
plates ar e returned within 3 
months a refund of $10 will be 
allowed. 

12. Tractors used on the high 
wa v are now classed as motor 
vehicles. The driver must have 
« driver’s or chauffeur’s license 
If the tractor is used for haul¬ 
ing produce a license of $15 is 
required.
